FOR THE YEAR 19ST-28. 


CHAPTER I. 


GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 

1. Boundary : — Ivushalgarli Chiefslnp is situated in tlio 
Southern-most limits o£ Kajputana between 23 degrees, 4 ininutes and 
23 degrees, 20 minutes North Latitude, and 74 degrees, 17 minutes and 
74 degrees, 74 minutes East Longitude. It is a hilly chiefship bounded 
on the North by Banswara, Rutlam and Sailana states, on the East 
Rutlam -and Jhabua States, on the South by Jhabua and Indore states 
and on the West by the Panch Mahals Ditricts of the Bombay Presi- 
dency. 

2. Area, Population and Revenue: — The area of the 
Chiefship approximately amounts to 340 square miles. Its population 
according to the Census of 1921 is 29162 and the gross revenue 
calculated on the average of last five years is Rs. 1.73118/-. 

3. The Chief and the Raj Family : — Sliriman Raoji 

Sahib Shri Ranjitsinghji is the present Chief, i. e. ruler of the Chiefshii), 
who succeeded his father, Sliriman Raoji Sahib Shri Udaisinghji on the 
17th January 1916, and is in the 47thyear^of his age- The CliieF.s 
family belongs to Ramsingot ^lertia bi-anch of the Rathor Rajput clan of 
Jodhpur ( ^larwar ) and has been in possession of the Chiefshii) for the- 
last 12 genci-ations, since Akherajji, the founder, who is said to have 
conquered the territory in Samwat year 1711 ( A. D. 16.74 ) and 

subsequently founded the town of Kushalgarh in memory of a Blhll 
Chieftain named Ivushla, whom Akherajji is said to have killed. The 
family is amnected by mairiage ties to Bansi (Mewar,) Kadana (Giijrat), 
Badi Sadri (Mewar), Kundla ( Jhalawar ) and Khajurgaon ( U. P. ) 

Rajkunwar Sahib Brijbiharisinghji, the heir apparent is in his 2-!th 
•year, who is learning administmtion work here. 

The second Ivunwar Sahib Bharatsinghji is in his 6th ye-.ir. 
Bbaraarlalji Sahib Himmatsinghji is in his fifth year, Third Kiinwar 
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Shaib Udainai-ayansingliji is in his fourth year and this year the Shnmaa 

.is blessed with fourth Knmvar Sahib Ramchandrasirigii. ■ 

There are four jagirdars in the Cliiefship vis., of Tambesra, 
Churabar, lilokrapura and Chhotisanva, who are provided with Ja^rs 
for tlieir maintenance on conditions of fuedal service; they all being 
descendents of the Chief’s familj'. 

4. Principal Events Shriman Raoji Sahib paid visits to 
D. G. Mackenzie, Esquire, I. C. S., Political Agent, Southern Rajputana 
Stiites, in the month of January 1928 and, to Lt. Colonel D. M. 
Filed, L A. Political Agent, Southern Rajputana States, in the months 
of July and September 1928 at IJdaii)ur. The Shriman also visited 
Devgarh Baria State in the month of March 1928 on the occasion of 
Shriman Maharaj Ivunwar Sahib of Baria’s marriage. 


CHAPTER II, 

REVENUE AND FINANCE. 

The Chieftship is divided into three Tehsils for revenue puiposes 
vis : — 

I. Tehsil Maiyad or Sadar Tehsil. 

II. Tehsil Dungra, comprismg Paraganas of Dungra and 
Himmatgarh. 

III. Tehsil Patan, comprising Paraganas of Patan and Ranga 
The tatal number of villages is 310, out of these 201 villages are in 
Khalsa and the rest are in J agir and Muafi. The actual recovery of the 
land revenue of the Khalsa villages amounted to Rs. 34325 /— against 
Rs. 34114/-in the previous year. 


CHAPTER III. 


Legislation: In all cases, Civil and Criminal, juBtice is 
administered according to laws in force in British India with such 
modifications as are necessarj’- to meet local requirements, circular orders 
and notifications being issued from time to time to that effect. Appendix 

II shows the laws and regulations that remained in force in the Chiefship 
during the year.

Police :-The police strength stood at 95 and in addition to this 
n small force is stationed in and maintained at the expenses of the 
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■ Jagii’s ol: Tambasra, Churabar, Mokampiii'a and Ghhotisanvn, the strength 
of which is abont a dozen. Thus on the \v’holo there is one police man 
-for every three square miles and 27d iiibabifeurts of the whole Chiefship. 
The actual cost of the police establislnueirt came to Rs, 1 0529/- against 
Es. 10011/- of last yejir. 

Criminal .fustice ; — Criminal justice was administered ly the 
following courts and ly certain Jagivdars, who exercised sjrecially limited 
powers of a Third Class Jlagistratc in only those cases in rvliich tlio 
parties were the Ryats of their Jugirs and the olfences were of trivial 
nature. 

( I ) The Court of JIahekma.Tvhas which tries sessions and such 
other cases that a 1st Class JIagistrate is int competent to try 
and exercises appellate and revisional jurisdiction in cases 
dealt with by all other courts in the Chiefship. 

(II ) The Court of the 1st Class Magistr.ate. 

(Til) The Courts of the Tehsildars of Dungrti and Patan, who are 
invested with power's of a Third class Magistrate. 

Appendicss VII, YIII aird IX show the number of crimes commit- 
ted and the sentences awarded by the various courts. 

Civil Justice : — The work was carried out by the following 
courts of the Chiefship besides certain Jagirdars who hear Civil suits up 
to the value of Rs. 100/— 

( I ) !Mahekma Khas which exercises appellated and re\nsional 
])owers. 

(II) Civil Judge, who is also the 1st Class Magistrate, hears civil 
suits of all kinds and values of the Maiyad or Sadar Tehsil 
aird such others as the Tehsildars of Dungra and Patau are 
not competent to hear. 

(III) The Tehsils of Dungra and Patan who are iirvested witli 
powers to hear civil suits of the value not exceeding 
Rs. 100/- 

The details of the rvork are giveir in appendices X, XI & XII. 

Exteradition : — During this year the Chiefship surrendered 
one accused to Jhabua, one to Diingtirpur and two to Rutlam, while tlic 
-Ciefship received two accused from Rutlam and one from Jhubiia. 

Prison : — There is one Central Jail at ICushalgarh wliicli is 
provided with suitable eeparte quarters for male and female Prisoners. 
During the period under report 107 person were confined in the 
liusbalgarh Centa-al Jail and their daily average cjuno u> 33. 

Registration : — In this year 14 documents were registered 
against 18 in last yen' and the value of property registered amounted to 
Rs. G797/- against Rs. 9251/- in the last ye.nr, 
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Municipality The income is derived from import duties of 
custom and from miscellaneous taxes of easements etc. 

The income for the year amounted to Es, 2177/-asainst Es. 2 / SS/- 
in the last year. 

The consei-vancy and street lighting work was done satis! actorily. 


CHAPTER IV. 

Weather and Crop : — Thei'e was 44 inches and 74 cents of 
rainfall in this year. Kharif crops have been harvested cent per cent 
and the Kabi crops are also expected to be the same. 

The details of ranfall and prices of different commodities are given 
in appendices and XVIII, respectively.

Excise : — The excise work is carried on according on according to 
the Madras system. There were 34 shops during this year and the < 
income amounted to Rs. 48099/-against Rs. 544S6/- in the previous 
year. 

The sale of opium, Ganja, and Bhang is conducted under the ■ 
state monopoly system, the proceeds of which amounted to Rs. 6962/- 

Agrlcultural stock : — The detils of agricultural stock are • 
given in appedix XX. 

Forest: — The income under this head came to Rs. 7242/-- 
against Rs. 7218 of last year. 

Customs! — There are 10 Nakas and the income from this 
source amounted to Rs. 28708/- against Rs. 32856/- in last y^ir. 

Public Works : — The tofcil expenditure in this department 
ciime to Rs. 26144/- against Rs. 10296/- of last year. 

Post and Telegraph Office -.—The work of post and tele- 
graph office was satisfactory. The Chifship had to pay Rs, .557 /- for- 
working and masntenance of the tclegi-aph line to and office at KushaR- 
garh for the year 1927-28.

The receipts and expenditiue including lx»th oixJinary and extni- 
ordinay amounted to Ks. IGOOdl/- and Es. 1G2225/- as compared with 
B«. 157127/- and Rs. 1221-525/- of the last year. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Dispensary : — 19781 out-door and 9 in-dooi- patient?; were 
treated in the Kushalgarh Dispensai-j- in tliis year and tlie total 
expend! tui’e under this head amounted to Rs. 2972/- against Rs. 2789 
o£ the previous year. Due incresise was made in the st*!f and instruments 
etc. of this branch in this year. 

Vaccination ; — 588 childreii were vaccinated dui-ing this year. 

Births and Deaths The ligures of births and deaths are 
given in appendix XXIV. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Education : — The number of students on roll in the A. Y. 
Colvin School, Kushalgjirh, at the end of the year, remained 161 against 
lOd in Last year, while the average nuiner of attendance has been 111. 
The expenses under this head are increased as the School is notv rai.sed 
to the rank of a Middle School and a Girl School is being opened. Two 
village schools were also increased and therefore there were four village- 
schools wnth a total of 25 lx)ys on roll and an attendance of 19. The 
total expenditure on eduration came to Rs. 2399/-. 


CHAPETR VIII. 

Treasure Trove : — No treasure trove was found in this year, 
.^ines : — No lease was given for any minerals. 

Bank : — A bank named “ Shri Satyananiyan Bank is opened 
hei-e during tliis year v ith a cai)ital of Rs. 25000/- for the c-on\ enience 
of the public and the cullivatons.
